Am erican measure. Old soaks de­ 
scribe it as a tantalizing 
drink. 
You chase the drunk all day, and 
never quite arrive.

ienced drinkers might catch it but 
they would have to drink a lot— 
nearly tw ice as much as of

beer. 
The new beverage might not be 
ve ry injurious, to one who drank 
it right. That is not the w ay our 
excursionists go across the border 
to drink it.

We Americans leave the “ u” out of humour, and still have more 
of it left than any other race. 
Abbreviation, to lapse into the ver­ 
nacular of the day, is our middle name, our home address and our 
favorite flower. 
Cut it short; boil is down; add it up and give us 
the total; skip the overture and ring up the curtain; condensation 
and concentration—that’s America. Hence, it is small wonder that we 
lead the world in short cuts to com­ 
fort, such as abbreviated athletic un­ 
derwear and roll-collar, elbow-sleeve 
field 
shirts.

W ater-front properties

Belt line rail con­ 
nections u su ally are more readily 
provided, if they do not already 
exist. 
“To day large 
indu stries 
are 
coming to realize the disadvan­ 
tages of concentration in the larg­ 
er cities and the advantages to be 
gained by locating their plants in 
sm aller commu nities, where better 
living and 
labor 
conditions are 
fou nd. 
The developm ent of sm al­ 
ler ports, both on the seaboard and 
in tlie district 
tribu tary to the 
port, is of djrect concern to in -; 
du stries w'hlch are seeking to do-1 
velop plants in the sm aller cities 
and towns. 
This tendency toward 
distribu tion rather 
than 
concen­ 
tration is a helpfu l one for indu s­ 
tries and the cou ntry as a whole, 
and makes necessary, more than 
before, seriou s 
consideration of 
the need of developm ent of sm al­ 
ler ports to handle, not especially 
overseas 
traffic, 
bu t, 
primarily, 
coastw ise traffic.”

This opinion is sound. 
Sand May Come Back 
In the light of experience gained 
upon this m atter, there is no basis 
for tihe 'belief that, even if all the 
sand to the east of the entrance 


were 
removed 
at this 
tim e, It 
would not reappear, or at least 
th at some other sand would not 
moke its appearance. 
Sand has al­ 
ways come and gone since the lo­ 
cality has been known, and its ab­ 
sence at one date is no guarantee 
of its absence at some subsequent 
time. 
I recommend the construction of 
a jetty at the east side of the en- 
tranc. 
The east jetty should com­ 
m ence at and be tied to the rocks 
indicated on the map and photo 
attached hereto, and be so located 
that its outer end will be approx­ 
im ately 600 feet from the w est 
jetty. 
The distance betw een the 
shore ends of the east jetty and 
the west jetty will be about 9 00 
feet. 
The east jetty should not be 
less than 1500 feet in length. 
It 
should rise 10 feet above high 
w ater and have a slope of one on 
two. 
For the

jetty, Catalina island rock m ay be 
used, and for the outside course of 
rock it may, on later investigation,

way it may be term ed, opposite 
the end of the Balboa peninsula 
to which point the rock will be 
brought by barge.

One of these uneasy persons is Secretary of L a­ 
bor Jam es J. Davis. 
The Chinese wall erected again st the greater part 
of Europe he n o v proposes to «¿rend along the 
northern and southern boundaries of the country— 
that no Latin-Am erican or Canadian m ay come here 
until he has established him self in a quota. 
E xcept from Canada and Mexico, the im m igration 
from the countries of the w estern hem isphere is so 
sm all a s to be unnoticeable. 
The m ajority of them are still largely unsettled, 
much like the North Am erican continent fifty or 
on hundred years ago. 
The tim e of em igration is 
tow ard them, not aw ay from them, and will prob­ 
ably continue so through the tw entieth century. 
Moreover, it w as a gesture of 
generous 
friend­ 
ship and confidence that the gates were left open to 
all those whose common destiny is to live in the 
“ new world.” 
Charles P. Stew art, a W ashington correspondent, 
well exp resses the result of the adoption of the Davis 
suggestion, when in a recent dispatch, he said ; 
The quota b asis for South and Central Am er­ 
ica will have no effect but to offend the South 
and Central Am ericans, who are very doubtful 
already whether or not to like us. 
Yet they were flattered in having an excep­ 
tion m ade in their favor under the present law. 
It would be tactful as well as decent to leave wel' 
enough alone in this connection.
